The Liberal meeting held on 
Thursday was presided over by Mr. 
Frank Skene, while the others on

The architects advises that before 
‘any decision is made regarding the lo- 
cation of the first building that an 
estimate of the accommodation for the 
next fifty years should be made. “The 
first building which is expected to sat- 
|isfy the demands of the moment 

should be erected, not necessarily as 
the central mass round which other 
buildings may be grouped, but as a 
| definite unit fitting into some great 
scheme foreshadowing the time when 
}aeccommodation will be required for a 
| university of some thousands of stud- 
ents.” 

He further points out that the ‘‘na- 
tural focus and dominating motive of a 
great university. should be an’ admin- 
istrative building comprising among 
other features, an auditorium, In our 
opinion the site for this main build- 
ing should be allowed to remain vac- 
ant until the institution has grown 
sufficiently large to warrant its erec- 
tion.” 

Some features to be included in such 
a scheme are (1) A dignified approach 
from the city. (2) A bold dominating 
|frontage of buildings on the crest of 
| the hill facing the city. (3) The pro- 
Siection of one of the main avenues in 
|the city as the axis for the university 
/group. (4) An ample campus on the 
plateau having access to viows of the 
mountains. (5) A careful arrangement 
}and grouping of the various depart- 
| ments in such a way as to insure 
|efficient and economical administra- 
| tion. 
| This is the bold and masterly policy 
that the members of the board of gov- 
ernors and the senate have practically 
adopted. Work on a contoured plan 
of the grounds will be started in a 
few days.

Quebee.—A new chapter in Canada’s | 
political history was iffeugurated in,

Highftess the Duke of Con-) 
naught, was formally welcomed to 
Canada’s shores Thursday morning,|

As he landed at the King’s dock, 
twenty-one guns at the Citadel boom-| 
ed out across the St. Lawrence, while) 
thousands of loyal Canadians took up 
the echo of the cannon and cheer after | 
cheer passed along the crowded line 
of procession to the Parliament build-| 
ings. 

‘Thursday night threatened rain and) 
a cold, blustering north wind swept) 
across Quebec and drove sightseers 
from the terrace. Friday the weather 
was ideal and warmer. |

ACREAGE IN GRAIN 1S DOUBLED! 


CANADA'S GOVERNOR|*°*°**" 


Increase in Canadian 
Field Crops in the Past 
Ten Years 


Ottawa.—The area of the field crops 
of Canada has a good deal more than 
doubled in the last ten years, accord- 
ing to a bulletM issued recently by 


the census and statistic: office. The 
total acreage as shown by the present 
cenaus is 20,166,838 acres, as com- 


pared with 8,992,525 acres in 1901 

A census area of field crops enum- 
erated in the month of June has been 
compiled for Quebee and British Co- 
lumbia, and the statistics of the prin- 
cipal crops are given in this report, 
together with estimates of production 
computed from reports of a large 
staff of correspondents at the end of 
September. The area figures for 
Saskatchewan are lacking for two 
districts and those of Nova Scotia for 
one district, but the totals of the Do- 
minion will be ready for the Novem- 
ber monthly report, and a comparison 
of the areas for census years 1901 and 
1911 will then be made. 

For the years 1909, 1910 and 1911 
the comparative quality of crops at 
the end of September was fairly un- 
iform for wheat, oats, barley and rice, 
but peas, beans, buckwheat, mixed 
grains and flax were lower this year 
by eight to twelve per cent. Fodder

Poetry and the Drama Once an Igno- 
ble Thing Supported by Patrons 
Is Now the Chief Glory of Some 
of the Worid’s Most Fashionable 
Persons — Several Noblewomen 
Have Written Successful Plays. 


Nothing is more striking in the his- 
tory of literature than the wonderful, 
not to say revolutionary, change 
which has taken place in the attitude 
ef society towards authors of all 
kinds. The days when the unfortun- 
ate writer had to haunt the ante- 
rooms of the titled patron and to pre- 
f#®e his works with dedications as 
full of adulation as epitaphs on a 
tomb-stone, and often not more truth- 
ful—those unhappy days are long 
past. But up to a much ‘ater period 
the squalid atmosphere of Grub street 
| hung over the lit-rary profession. It 
| was hardly considered an occupation 
for a gentleman. To write was a 
doubtful thing; to receive payment 
for what you wrote was even more 
doubtful. Every reader of Lockhart’. 
“Life” will remember how Sir Walter 
| Scott in early days often declined re 
muneration, or took it in a vicarious 
form by recommending to his pub- 
lishers the work of impecunious 
| friends—a method that must some 
| times have been rather inconvenient 

All this is changed now. No on 
{s ashamed of writing books; on th: 
contrary, not to have written a book 
seems rather a sign of being behind 
the times. Where queens have led 
the way, it is obvious that no one 
however high in rank or 
\ need fear to follow. And few, if any 
| will be found to regret this change 
| It is all to the general good if all who 
have talents should enjoy freedom te 
; exercise them. Certainly, society 
women in England have not been 
backward in exercising their newly- 
won privileges. They have mace 
many noteworthy contributions te 
literature, and in no field have these

The crown 
relied mainly upon circumstantial evi- 
dence, and the policy of the defence 
was to prove an alibi, if possible.

with the accused during the time he 
‘was alleged to have committed the 

murder; but this witness was so ner- 
| vous that counsel for the defence de- 
| cided to hold him in reserve, and only 
call him should everything else fail. 

The name and address of the wit- 
| ness were kept a profound secret; but 
|@ journalist who had attended the 
police court proceedings got wind of 
| the fact that there was a mysterious 
| alibi-prover in g¢he background, and 
he resolved to find out the name and 
address. On the first day of the trial 
vhe sat behind the leading counsel for 
the defence, apd he noticed with sat- 
isfaction that the K.C. scattered a@ 
profusion of papers about the desk, 
| while his brief-bag was open tempting- 
ly. 

Amid the excitement of the trial, 
| the journalist got nearer the bag, and,

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THE HOME OF THE NAVY 


HALIFAX ONCE MORE COMES IN. 
TO HER OWN. 


The Ancient Port and Dockyarde 
Made Famous as the Temporary 
Home of Great Englich Seamen 
Now Training Admirais — Days * ; 
War With France Were Busy 01 { 
In the Naval Depot. . 


The Halifax dockyrd, once famous 
in the annals of Britain’s conquests, 
has again resumed importance as a 
naval base, says W. H. Dennis in The 
Globe. With the arrival of the cruis- 
er Niobe, the first vessel in the east 
to form the nucleus of the Canadian 
Navy, and the fittire up of the Naval 
Hospital as a c~ : 2 traini 
of cadets, thieé-\ | ki “we 
has taken on .90c \ 
activity.

Wolfe gailed out of the harbor to the 
conquest of Quebee. The most cele- 
brated names connected with the 
naval warfare appear in the records 
of this yard. On two tablets until 
recently in the Admiralty House, 
Halifax, are inscribed the names of 
many of the most distinguished Ad- 
mirals of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries. 

In the old troubled days when war 
wexed Europe and ‘America, there 
were stirring be pe in Halifax. The 
harbor thronged with ships of war, 
or valuable prises captured from the 
enemy. A great number of people 
found employment in the dockyard as 
shipwrights, caulkers, smiths and rig- 
gers. British men-of-war and captur- 
ed French frigates had to be repair- 
ed, after hot battles om the high seas, 
and in war times a large staff of 
mechanics was censtantly engaged in 
this work. 

In the dockyard reeords we 
many orders similar to the following: 

“Halifax Yard, Bept. 4, 1805. 

“Memo: 

“The blacksmiths to be employed 
from 5 o'clock in the morning until 
9 o'clock at nigh’ 

(Signed) “John N. Inglefeed, 
“Commissioner, H.M. Navy Yard.” 
And again we find a erence to 

the activity in the yard on Feb. 13, 
1801. lias Marshall, master ship- 
wright, and J. Jackson, master-at- 
a'ms, report to Sir William Parker 
concerning the erection of buildings 
in the. dockyard. They report that 
they could not be erected on account 
of scarcity of men, caused by employ- 
ment on the hospital. 

In old days the piers and jetties 
of the dockyard echoed to the son 
of the jolly jack-tars that have made 
the story of Great Britain’s prowess 
upon the seas a world-stirring dra- 
ma, Famous eaptains have passed 
in and out of its pillared gates; have 
married and lived within its walls. 
Nelson's renowned eaptains have giv- 
en their orders to the master ship- 
wrights after hulls and riggings of 
their ships had encountered the storm 
of battle or felt the fury of the ele- 
ments. 

On Nov. 17, 1807, a fashionable 
wedding took place at Halifax which 
constituted one of the interests in 
local society circles of that time. Sir 
Thomas Hardy, one of Nelson's fam- 
ous captains, had arrived in Halifax 
in October, after his ship, the Tri- 
umph, with some of the North Amer- 
ican fleet, had been engaged watching 
@ number of the French men-of-war 
shut up in Chesaperke Bay. When 
the gallant captain, under orders 
from his chief, Admiral Sir George 
Cranfield Berkeley, was ordered to 
Halifax to refit and repair he little 
dreamed that at Halifax dockyard he 
was fated to meet his future wife, 
in the person of the charming daugh- 
ter of the commander of the North 
American station. The brave com- 
mander of the Triumph, then 38 years 
of age, was not long in port before 


| he surrendered to the charms of Miss 


Louise Emily Berkeley, daughter of 
Admiral Berkeley, and granddaughter 
of Lord Lennox. 

The naval hospital, which is being 
fitted up to receive the naval cadets, 
and which is to be the college, is a 
plain brick building situated at the 
north extremity of tae yard. The 
building is not very old, being built 
about the early eixties of the last 
century, Th: first hospital for sick 
and disabled seamen was built dur- 
ing the period of the American revolu- 
tion. It was destroyed by fire in the 
early years of the nineteenth centyry. 

It it more thar thirty years since 
the last wooden three-decker metvite 
fate at a ship oreaker’s hands in 
Helifax. That ship was the Pyramus, 
and had long outlasted its compan- 
ions, having served ‘as a floating 
magazine at the lockyard. To what 
ship the figurehead at Halifax be 
longed is not known, and tradition 
says nothing of ite history. It is the 
only remnant left of the stirring days 
when Great Britain’s fleet fought in 
many parts of the world. 

The nuava! officials in the yard, 
with one or two exceptions, are Eng- 
lish naval officers. Captain Martin 
holds the position of Commander of 
the Yard, Commander of th@ Naval 
College, anc Commander of the cruis- 
er Canada. The Canada has been 
the flagship of the Canadian fishery 
probation fleet, and has w.¢ys been 
conducted on royal navy lines. She 
is, strictly speaking, the pioneer obip 
of the Canudian navy. Aj! her offi- 
‘cers are- Englishmen.
